' JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 


Dates from this port by the present (French) mail are to the 
lst August, but by the extra Pacific mail steamer Alaska we have 
advices, via San Francisco, to the 4th August. The French 
mail of the 9th June arrived out on the 26th July, and the fol- 
lowing English mail of the 16th June on the 31st July. 


The news is unimportant. The Tamar arrived on the 28th 
July, with stores and reliefs. She was to sail on the 8th August 
for Hong Kong and Singapore with the lst battalion of the 10th 
Regiment, which was recently relieved by a detachment of Royal 
Marine Light Infantry. 

A school of languages has been established at Kioto, in which 
there are already two hundred pupils ; an American is to be added 
to the tutorial staff for instruction in English. 

The first locomotive for the railway has been landej, and is 
now in the shed erected for the purpose of receiving the engines, 





NAGASAKI. t 

We have advices to the 29th Jusy ; the outward mail (P. and 
0.) of 2nd June arrived out on the 2ist July, and the following 
French mail, with London dates to the 9th June, on the 27th 
July. We extract the following from the Vagasaki Express :— 

The condition trade is in at this port has for some time past 
been a question of very serious importance to those interested in 
it. This has now become a subject which not only requires their 
gravest consideration, but one which it is necessary to face with- 
out further delay, in order to prevent matters from becoming 
worse. Beyond having a trade in Coal and Tea, both of which 
articles are likely to cause a few firms to remain, Nagasaki hus 
but little business of any other description worth speaking of, so 
that literally the port, year by year, continues on its downward 
course. That this state ofjthings now exists is an incontestable 
fact, and oue which is clearly proved by the daily appearauce of 
this settlement. It is not difficult to trace the cause of the gra- 
dual decay. However liberal th2 views of a governor may be, this 
can easily be neutralised by his officials, who have it in their power 
to advise him to adopt a most illiberal policy towards foreigners, 
Nagusaki of late has been the hotbed for every description of 
commercial combiuation, from the Guilds down to the rice shops, 
which are engaged in squceziug the coolics upon the truck sys- 
tem. ‘I'here can be littie doubt that these societies, together with 
numerous other minor, but nevertheless vexatious, interferences 
with trade, account for much of the present depression. Unless 
spoedy measures are taken to prevent it, these will he the incans 
of almost, if not entirely, closing the port, as it is not to be 
supposed that firms will continue to remain here unless some- 
thing is done to unfetter trade, aud place it upon a more per- 
manent and satisfactory basis than it is on at present. In- 
stead of every facility being given t» induce the cuuntry dealers 
from the neighbouring districts to visit this port for the purpose 
of trade, not only are obstacles placed in their way, but they ure 
subject to indignities. The guard-houses erccted last year, at 
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every entrance to this settlement, were at the time said to be 
solely for our protection, but experience has shown that other 
motives of a more inimical character prompted those who ordered 
them to be built. These buildings are in direct opposition to the 
spirit of the.treaty ; are unworthy attempts to restore the {old 

esima system ; made by a government professing liberal ideas, 
and are used to insult numerous respectable country officers, who 
would often visit this settlement, but refrain from doing so 
unless accompanied by a foreigner, as the guards in several in- 
stances have compelled men of much superior rank to themselves to 
lower their umbrellas and walk bareheaded past the guard-houses. 
The spirit the local authorities adopt with regard to trade is 
often vexatious in the extreme. Not a single muster package 
can be brought into this settlement for inspection until such time 
as the native owner has obtained permission from the Custom 
House authorities to bring it. This regulation, although un- 
doubtedly an infringement of Article IX. of the convention made 
in 1866, has long existed and often affords the officials facilities to 
practice espionage. As many of these derive a certain amount of 
income from these monopolies they are [expected to supply the 
information they obtain in this manner to their particular friends, 
who are thus placed in possession of the means of exercising co- 
ercion if it suits their purpose. It is not in the least surprising 
that the officials have recourse to bribery and corruption. They 
are to a certain extent compelled to resort to this in order to live, 
and keep up their respectable appearance, which it would be 

uite impossible to do on the miserable salaries they now receive. 
By establishing a better scale of pay, and forbidding them to mix 
themselves up, or give any aid, directly or indirectly, to institu- 
tions inimical to trade, would, we think, go a long way towards 
giving relief. . 

The intelligence received from Yokohama, announcing that 
the portion of Sagalien in the possession of the Japanese has 
been annexed by the Russians is significant. We imagine that 
this suggestive event will do much to change the views of the 
anti-foreign party, whose remedy for returning to their former 
exclusion is to rid the country of the traders belonging to every 
nation by cutting off their trade and compelling them to leave 
Japan. Instead of their continuing to entertain this desire, at 
least the enlightened portion of them will realise that their en- 
deavours, if successful, will contribute to no small extent to giv- 
ing their Muscovite friends a very favourable opportunity of 
exercising a paternal care over them at some future time. 


The telegraphic communication to connect this port with Yedo 
is to be a submarine one, and will, when laid, be worked on ac- 
count of the Japanese Government. We hear that orders have 
been very recently sent to England to manufacture the cable, and 
despatch it together with a competent staff of officials to work it. 


The movement of troops in this part of Japan is now being ac- 
tively pushed forward. We are told that this is owing to their 
being required to be located, in conformity with the instructions 
issued, at the time the Empire was divided, into military dis- 
tricts. The steamer Coa, which arrived here recently, had 400 
men on board. : 


On the 24th July a fire occurred in one of the buildings in- 
habited by Chinese. on lot 18, Oura; but it was quickly extin- 
guished, before any great harm was done. The origin of the fire 
is supposed to be the work of incendiaries, and four natives of 
very doubtful character have been apprehended by tke police on 
suspicion of being concerned in the crime. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Nagasaki, 28th July, via San Francisco. 

In pomege nes of a large quantity of Tea going forward 
from both Yokohama and Shanghai tho Pacific Mail 8.S.C. de- 
spatch this month a second steamer to San Francisco, and the 
Oregonian, which leaves to-night with the through United States 
mail, enables me to send you a few lines. The interval since I 
last wrote, also via San Francisco, has been nearly a blank. The 
British steamer Africa, with the section of the Great Northern 
Submarine Cable, to be laid between this port and Vladiwostock, 
arrived here yesterday morning from Hong Kong, bringing the 
French mail of the 9th June. The previous English mail of the 
2nd June was received on the 2lst inst. by the Pacific mail steamer 
Golden Age. The Russian corvette Aliwy left this harbour on 
the 21st inst. for the Russian ports in the North, and this is the 
only movement I have to record in the vessels of war. The Danish 
frigate Tordenskjoid will leave, in company with the steamer 
Africa, to lay the cable, which the latter has on board. The Great 
Vorthern (steamer) was still at Woosung when the Oreyoiian left, 
but is hourly expected here. 

The Takasima controversy still continues, but no one scems to 
know what is the object of the discussion beyond that some one 
appears to be very angry with the Nuyasuki Express for stating 
‘* that an interval had occurred during which coals were not raised.” 
A letter on the subject has appearcd in the Nagasaki Gazctte, 
giving the quantities raised since March, and as it may be interest 
ing to your readers at home, I extract the figures, which are as fol- 
lows :—March, 198 tons; April, 1,538 tons; May, 1,958 tons ; 
June, 2,326 tons ; Total, 6,023 tons.

SHANGHAI. 

Dates from this port reach to the 4th August ; the P. and O. 
mail, with London advices to the 16th June, arrived out on the 
28th July, four days early. The following items of news are from 
the North China Herald :— 


A meeting of shareholders in the U.S.N. Company has been 
held. The accounts show a net profit on the year's working of 
Ts. 23,321, exclusive of bad debts. A bonus of 5 per cent., 
amounting to Tls. 6,000, will be returned to contributing share- 
holders. No dividend was declared, it being considered wise to 
hold over the balance against possible loss by the failure of the late 
agents. Debentures to the amount of Tis. 87,200 have been issued 
under the resolution passed at the previous meeting. It has not 
yet been found necessary to borrow the remaining Tls. 32,800. 

The question of the amount of damage payable to the owners - 
of the junk Sing-yung-ta by the owner of the ss. Vora has been 
gone into at the Supreme Court before G. Jamieson. Esq., Messrs. 
J. Morris, and J.D. Thorburn. A number of Chinese witnesses 
were called to give evidence. It appeared there was no custom’s 
receipt or ship’s manifest. Ko-what, the owner, believed he had 
at Foochow a receipt for Tls. 4,500 for materials and wages ex- 

ended in building the junk. Hong-che, supercargo, said there 
had been 460 baskets of ground-nut oil, 80 chew of green pease 
—a chew being equal to five piculs—and 175 chew of white 
pease. There was also over 70,000 copper cash on board, and 
clothes and other things belonging to the crew. The ques- 
tion of compensation for the man alleged to be drowned 
was remarked upon, and the Court expressed an opinion 
that anything awarded could only be payable to relatives of 
the deceased on their claiming in Court. The other supercargo, 
who kept the junk books, was called to prove the quantities in 
them, and gave the same statement of cargo as the previous wit- 
ness, adding that there were ten packages of vermicelli. The 
question of cost and value was gone into, and defendant's counsel 
called evidence to reduce the amount claimed on this, as well as 
to prove, by the statement of the chief officer of the Norna, who 
had found when he examined the damage done that the upper 
plank broken was rotten, that the junk could not have been in the 
new and sound condition plaintiffs alleged. The Court has 
awarded the plaintiffs Tls. 10,500 out of the Ts. 11,100 claimed. 

It is with the most sincere pleasure we learn that the term of 
office of the Shanghai Hsien has come to an end. He has handed 
over his seals of office to his successor Chen, late Hsien of Sing- 
yang, near Soochow. The Chinese have had to report that he was 
to be made Foo (Prefect) of Soonkiong; but we are glad to hear 
that it is now generally discredited, as this would still give him 
jurisdiction over Shanghai, which is in the Soonkiong prefec- 
ture. The insolent behaviour of the ex-magistrate at a certain 
inquest last year, and his general obstructiveness in all matters 
where foreigners have been concerned, are freshly remembered. 
We are surprised that the British Minister did not make the for- 
mer case a reason for demanding his removal. He has done all 
he can to make the Mixed Court a failure, both by official inter- 
ference, and by personal opposition to Chen-fuh-shen, the incum- 
bent magistrate, who is generally respected by the Consular offi- 
cials, as a well-disposed mandarin. And report says that he is not 
on the best terms cither with the Taotuai, a fact which, if true, is 
to the latter’s credit. 

The gambling houses now openly existing at Nantow are a 
great scandal, and productive of much dishonesty. The Chinese 
used to remonstrate very vehemently and very reasonably against 
the gambling houses which, some years ago, used to exist in the 
Foreign Settlement. They complain, even now, of the frequent 
lotteries, which are supported mainly by Chinese, and which they 
also consider gambling, though in a modified and much less ob- 
jectionable form. But what have they to say about the gambling 
houses now openly existing at Nantow, in their own most popular 
and busy suburb ? 

As the steamer Afiuca was proceeding on her voyage to Amoy 
she ran into the barque Clara Babuyan, lying at anchor outside 
Woosung. The accident, we are informed, was caused by the 
order of the captain of the Miaca to port the helm being mis-_ 
understood, and the helm being starboarded. The damage on both 
sides is estimated at Tls. 3,000. 

At Newchwang the rains have come unusually early this year 
throughout the north, and have continued till the farmers already 
cry enough. Temperature pleasant ; politics quiet. 

A Ningpo correspondent writes that, in consequence of the long 
continuance of dry weather, all the canals in the interior are dry, 
and that is chiefly the cause of the Fychow teas being so late this 
year. The small quantitics that have arrived were conveyed 
through the canals ,in very small boats. Business dull; weather 
hot but fine, with a nice southerly breeze. 

The total export of tea from Hankow has reached 39,858,515 
Ibs., exclusive of re-exports of 3,353,524 lbs. 

Weare glad to hear that the apprehensions felt in regard to the 
safety of the schooner /tolling Wave were unfounded. She has 
waned safely at Ticntsin, after a passage of twenty days from 

iogo. 

A Peking correspondent says the marriage of the Emperor is 
now likely to be put off till next year, instead of taking place ia 
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the autumn, as was anticipated. Our own idea would be that the 
audience question is at the bottom of the delay; that the Empe- 
ror’s councillors, knowing foreign nations are determined to claim 
the right of audience for their ministers, as soon as his Majesty 
assumes personally the reins of power, are putting off the evil day. 
But our correspondent suggests the Catherine de Medici character 
of the Empress, whom he thinks anxious to retain the regency, 
and keep the Emperor in tutelage as long as possible. 

The Spanish Government appears to have concluded the con- 
tract to which our Manila correspondent referred a few weeks ago, 
for the conveyance of mails between that island and Singapore ; 
as the Postmaster-General of Hong Kong notifies the dates of 
fortnightly despatches, beginning from the 18th July. 

Extra steamers are to run this month and next from Japan to 
San Francisco. It is hoped these may be the forerunners of a 


regular fortnightly line. 


HONG KONG. 

Our advices by this mail extend to the 11th Aug. ; the London 
mail of 30th June arrived out Aug. 7, per] P. and O. steamer 
Tanjore. The following summary of news is extracted from the 
China Mail and Daily Press :— 


In the adjourned case of Kwok-a-sing v. Pauncefote, Mr. Hayl- 
lar appeared for the defendant, and showed cause against the 
rule for a new trial. He said his arguments would all turn upon 
one point, as to the “ knowledge ” of defendant in doing what he 
had done. “he rule was obtained on four grounds: (1) that his 
lordship erroneously admitted evidence as to the defendant’s 
knowledge that the offences were the same, it being admitted that 
he knew the acts to be the same; (2) that his lordship misdi- 
rected the jury by leaving to them the question of knowledge, 
that being, after the defendant’s admission that he knew the facts, 
@ question of law for the Court only ; (3) that his lordship misdi- 
rected the jury by leaving to them the question whether the of- 
fences were the same, that being, after the defendant's admission 
that the acts were the same, a question of law for the Court 
only (4) that the verdict was contrary to the evidence 
and the direction of the judge, and perverse. He (Mr. Hayl- 
lar) should treat the first, second, and fourth points as one. 
In considering the case of an Attorney-General acting in his 
official capacity in contravention of the terms of a statute the 
first presumption would be in his favour. He would be protected 
by the maxim, Omnia presumuntur rite esse acta. The Attorney- 
General fulfilled quasi-judicial functions, and the presumption 
always was that judges and juries do nothing causelessly and 
maliciously. Now, if the Attorney-General had known the 
crimes to be the same, his would have been a malicious (i.c., 
legally malicious) act. The first presumption was, therefore, in 
favour of the Attorney-General, and it was for the plaintiff to 
show that that presumption was over-ridden by another. Unless 
it were shown that it was a necessary presumption that he knew 
it, there was no ground for a new trial. ‘The main question put 
to the jury was, Did the Attorney-General knowingly cause 
Kwok-a-sing to be imprisoned again for the same offence ? 

His lordship (Mr. Chief Justice Smale): I understood myself 
to put two things to the jury. Did he act knowingly? if not, I 
construe his knowledge into the same thing. They find no actual 
knowledge, but it should have followed that they should find on 
my direction that he still knew.—Mr. Francis replied, taking the 
third point, first, as Mr. Hayllar had followed that course. As to 
its being founded on a misapprehension, he remarked that the 

uestion of the identity of the offiences was left to the jury in 
the second question. Did he knowingly cause Kwok Ashing to 
be re-arrested for the same opens ? That embraced both points 
—the knowledge and the identity of offence. Mr. Francis said 
his lordship should have withdrawn the sameness of the 
offence entirely from the jury. As to Mr. Hayllar’s ar- 
gument, that the Attorney-General’s was a constitutional 
act, that was the very question at issue. The plaintiff said 
it was thoroughly unconstitutional. On the fourth point Mr. 
Francis said he need hardly address his lordship, because the 
verdict was so clearly perverse, and in direct opposition to direc- 
tion and evidence (including the judgment in the first case). 
And if perverse, the probable result would be that Attorneys- 
General would bo encouraged to continue theso acts, trusting to 
their immunity from penalty, to their distance from the central 
authority, and to their power of misrepresenting facts. His 
Lordship said he should take time to] consider the question. He 
regretted very much that he had summed up on the same even- 
ing. It was contrary to his wishes, and it was certainly very in- 
jurious to him personally. He had never been himself since. It 
was yery doubtful whether he should give his decision before the 
vacation. 

In the report of the Indo-Chineso Sugar Company the directors 
state that they have found it quite imipractioable to do more on 
the present occasion than place before the shareholders a detailed 
statement of the present cost of each factory, accompanied with 
such explanations as may be necessary, and to refer generally to 
the financial position of the company. ‘The principal reasons for 
this are: first, that the cost of a large proportion of the ma- 
chinery at each factory cannot at present be correctly ascertained, 
owing to the arbitration as to the amount to be paid for the same 
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to Messrs. Wahee, Smith and Co., being still pending; and, se- 
condly, that until this has been ‘settled, and the erection of the 
machinery, plant, and buildings at both places are put in thorough 
working order, only approximative estimates can be given. The 
present paid up capital of the company amounts to $45,000, 
being $37.50 per share, and the directors estimate that the fourth 
call, due in December next, will be required to complete the cost 
of the present plant, which will then amount to $600,000. Up to 
the 30th of June the expenditure amounted to 3477.991.08. Tho 
actual income of the company during the period over which this 
report extends, exclusive of capital, has been 318,051.69. 

The expenses at the two factories amount to 849,486.49, but 
in this sum is included agents’ commissions at Bangkok and 
Saigon, the wages of the entire engineering staff employed in 
erecting the machinery, and which must eventually be written off 
against the original cost of factory, as also stores and fuel to be 
used in the manufacture of the sugar for next season, together 
with the cost of cutting and transport of cane for the last season 
at both places, and which cannot be written off until the entire 
out-turn of last season’s operations have been determined. The 
item, general charges, includes advances to employés, passages 
of same from England, and such charges as will eventually be 
written off against either of the factories. In the Laconchaiseo 
estate account is included the cost of the crop of cane now ma- 
turing, and which will be ready for crushing next season. The 
estimated cost of completing the erection of the machinery at 
Laconchaisee is about $12,000. 

At the meeting the report was adopted by eleven to four. Mr. 
Kresser, after severcly criticising the management of the Com. 
pany’s business, proposed an amendment to the effect that the 
financial statement be not received until two months hence. The 
amendment was lost. Some very warm discussion arose, in which 
Mr. Kresser figured as the prominent speaker. At the close of 
the ordinary meeting, the extraordinary meeting was adjourned, 
as there were not a sufficient number of shares represented. 

A severe thunderstorm has occurred, and the City Hall has 
been struck by lightning. A hole about 3 fect by 4 feet has been 
made in the roof of the theatre, and the metal ventilator has been 
likewise struck, the flash having continued its course to the main 
gas-pipe, and thence to the carth. The Gas Company has been 
communicated with as to whether any damage has been done to 
the}meter. We also hear that the cable of the steamer Vurna has 
been struck by lightning. 

A new club has been opened, called the Victoria Club, which 
has for its location a neat little building erected on the site just 
opposite the Union Church. It has three billiard tables of the 
best kind, dining-room, drawing-room, card-room, and reading- 
room ; and is one of the best ventilated and coolest places of the 
kind we have met with. Some forty or fifty gentlemen met at 
the opening supper. 

We have received a communication from Amoy, in reference to 
the loss of the Loudoun Castle. We regret to say that it conveys 
no information as to the fate of the captain and ten men who 
were with him. The chief officer and twelve of the crew we have 
already reported as having been brought into Hong Kong from 
Amcy by the schooner Gaviota. Our correspondent, writing from 
Takow, says—“ It is feared that the captain and crew with him 
have landed and are prisoners to savages. Several petty officials 
have sent down couriers, and Mr. Warren, of the Consular staff, with 
an escort, has started for the South from Pitan, but up to date we 
received no tidings. The Dutch schooner Singapore arrived here, 
and reports having passed the wreck, which was lying with her, 
stern high and dry, and her bow well down in decp water. There 
would have been no chance of saving the vessel, as that part is 
quite deep, 100 fathoms close tv, and rocky. I sent two boats, 
well manned, to sec if they could save some of her gear and 
effects, but they have returned, having been chased away by 
pirates. I have also heard that she had lost her masts before 
going ashore; probably about the latter end of last month, say 
25th to 28th, as Lieutenant Commander Hope of the Opossum 
reports a heavy blow at Takao about the latter date.” 


THE “SHAN SIN FAN” CASE. 

When the Shan Sin Fan poisoning case came on the excite- 
ment in court was intense. A very large crowd had collected at 
the magistracy to hear the case tricd. The space behind the 
railing which separates the court from the audience was filled to 
excess. A ladder happened to be placed in the room, and some 
two or three men had gone up the steps in order to witness the 
trial. ‘The eastern avenue was also thronged with spectators, 
some of whom climbed up to the stone parapet ; the compound 
and every place adjacent to the roads leading to the court were 
crowded to a very disagreeable degree. Some policemen, about a 
dozen, were told off to keep the crowd in order, with fixed bayo- 
nets. The assemblage, composcd of people of both sexes, old and 
young, were very eager to get admission into the court-room. 

From the scientific evidence of Dr. Dods, it was evident that 
there was no pvison in what the defendant was charged with 
throwing into the basket of rice. Yet the Chinese were supcr- 
stitious enough to believe that there must be something in the 
powder ; otherwise, what was the object of throwing it into the 
rice. Others, again—the more intelligent and less superstitious, 
—believed that the man belonged toa sect, and that his intention 
was to create an excitement jin the colonyjso as to bring ona 
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disturbance of some kind, to the benefit of the society in facilitat- 
ing their object of plunder or seditious movements. 

The evidence was shortly this:—Wun Dwah. master of the 
Shew Loong opium shop, Bonham Strand Central, deposed :—At 
five p.M., the 5th inst., I sat at dinner with my shopmen, and the 
table was close to the street. I had finished my dinner and was 
sitting so as to face the street, my shopmen were between me and 
the door, and they were engaged in eating. The rice as usual 
was in a basket. I saw the. defendant come into the shop ina 
stealthy manner and drop something into the basket. As soon 
as he did this, he went out. I sent my shopmen to bring him 
back. Defendant made no answer when I asked him what he put 
into the basket; he did not utter a word. A great crowd col- 
lected, and there was great excitement. Fearing the crowd would 
do him some injury, I brought him into the shop. The people 
cried out “bring him out here, let us kill him.” A policeman 
was sent for and took the defendant away. A small packet was 
found on the defendant. It contained a light coloured powder, 
some small lumps of a light colour sort of cake, and some pieces 
of sugar candy. 

This evidence was corroborated by his assistant. 

Dr. Dods, Acting Colonial Surgeon, said :—I took?someJof the 
stuff for analysis, and for examination under the microscope. I 
found it to contain rice flour and a small quantity of sugar, which 
appearcd to be perfectly harmless. I ate a portion of it myself. 
There was no trace of mineral poison, nor was there any other 
ingredient than what I have mentioned. This morning while in 
Court I found some powder in the basket of rice produced. It 
was a very small quantity ; I tested the powder and found it to be 
of the same composition as what I had analysed at my house and 
at the Civil Hospital. 

The defendant said:—I am a stonecutter of Cheong-lok. I 
went to Chui Mee, near Macao, to cut stones. I was there about 
one month. Iam going back to Cheon-lok, but came here to get 
a boat. I arrived theSday before yesterday in a passage boat. I 
do not know hername. [I arrived at three o’clock in the afternoon. 
I stayed on board the night I arrived. Yesterday I was passing 
the complainant’s shop ; I stood at the door to look in for a few 
seconds and walked away, the shopman then followed me, brought 
me back to the shop, beat me, and took from me $3, one tael of 
silver, and 300 cash; they took away my purse. The small pouch 
of tobacco (produced) was fastened to my girdle. I bought a cake 
at Hong Kong and ate one-kalf, the other half I wrapped up with 
a piece of paper and put into my purse. I bought the cake at a 
stall near the Canton Steamer’s Wharf. I paid three cash for it 
at ll a.m. I could recognise the seller if I saw him again. Some 
people in the stone shops in the Colony know me, and I can point 
them out. I have never been to Hong Kong before. I did not 
throw anything into the rice basket. 

The magistrate asked the defendant how was it that some of 
the cake similar to that found on his person was in the basket, 
and remarked that the alleged Shan Sin Fan was perfectly harm- 
less ; it would not harm anybody if he took a whole picul of it. 
He (the magistrate) would eat it, and the doctor had tasted it. 
(When this was interpreted to the audience, there was a hum be- 
hind the bar.) The defendant still could not account how the 
stuff could get into the basket ; he did not see the basket at all. He 
also bought some sugar candy—a tael for nine cash. He could 
point out the shop. He atea portion of it and wrapped up the 
remainder with the portion of the cake. 

The defendant was remanded for further evidence. 

The China Mail says:—The agitation'tknown asthe “Shan-sin- 
fan excitement ” may now be regarded as comparatively harmless, 
because the clever ruse has been effectually exposed ; still there 
is much substance for reflection in the history and progress of this 
movement. The philosopher, as well as the politician, may find 
features not wanting iu interest in the various effects brought 
about on the mind of the Chinese people ; what characteristic 
traits of national character were developed by the action of these 
foolish rumours on the superstitious and suspicious mind of the 
semi-civilised Chinese, and how easy it is to affect the mind of 
ignorant people against something or somebody entirely strange 
to them. Of the bearing of this curious and thoroughly Chinese 
agitation upon foreign relations, both political and religious, suffi- 
cient has been said to justify us in recommending the considera- 
tion of the entire question to our British Minister at Peking, and 
in giving publicity to every scrap of information in reference 
to it. 

An Amoy correspondent of the same journal writes :—“ With 
the arrival of the Awangtung from Hong Kong, the first wave of 
the Shan-sin-fan excitement reached Amoy; all had been quiet 
before. But on the day the Kwangtung arrived native news- 
papers from Canton, containing all the news about the Shan-sin- 
fau business, together with the proclamations issued by the Can- 
ton authorities, were passed from hand to hand. The report 
spread like wildfire, gathering strength and fulness as it pushed 
its way from the shops of Canton traders into every nook and 
corner of Amoy city and suburbs. The following day a procla 
mation was issued by the Haifung, which was worded exactly 
like the edicts cf the Canton authorities, mentioning the 
Tumours about Shan-sin-fan and pills, and ordering the 
people to arrest any one that should be found distri- 

uting the pois but saying nothing to clear foreigners 
and native}Christians of the scandalous insinuation of being 
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the prime {movers of the Shan-sin-fan poisoning scheme. At 
the request of the American Consul, Le Gendre, however, this 
insidious omission was made good in renewed proclamations, the 
tenour of which was suggested by the gallant general. But the 
appearance of the Hai-fung’s first proclamation had but the effect of 
pouring oil into the fire. A perfect panic broke out among the 
natives. Several thousand persons, they said, had been killed by 
the mischievous powders and pills ia Canton, and many hundreds 
were carried off by the same poison in Swatow and Foochow. In 

many quarters of Amoy the people dared not use the water from 

their own wells for fear that the water might have been poisoned. 

Of the pills it was said that they were about an inch long, of 
brown colour, and that if soaked in water they develope:] worms 

which upon the addition of a drop of pig’s blood multiplied into 

millions as if by magic. Some of the pills, however, were ex- 
amined by foreigners and found to be quite harmless, but of course 
natives would not believe that. For some days business came al- 

most toa standstill. But the prompt arrest of some men, said to 

have been caught distributing those mysterious pills, allayed the 

excitement. ‘I'he culprits were Canton men, and had been found 

stationed near Christian chapels! Had they been sent by orders 
of secret societies, to embroil the Chinese Government in difficul- 
ties with the hated foreigners? Is this secret distribution of 
Shan-sin-fan somehow like those mysterious cakes that were pas- 

sed from place to place in India shortly before the outbreak of the 
mutiny? However it may be, the excitement is fast dying out. 


SIAM. 
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BANGKOK. 

Advices are to the 10th of August. The outward mail of the 
30th of Juno was received on the 7th of August. The following 
items are from the Siam Advertiser :— . 

The rainfall in Bangkok has been moderate. The high tides 
turbid water and floating water plants indicate that the rainfall 
in other localities has swollen the sluggish streams, the marshes, 
low lands of the northern portions of the country. Paddy is not 
yet plentiful in the Bangkok market. There are at present but 
few foreign ships in port, and the Siamese ships that can possibly 
be sent to China, with a favourable monsoon for the annual out- 
ward and return trip, are hastening away. The paucity of foreign 
and Siamese ships now in port is having its effect upon the Paddy 
market, moderating the high prices which have been ruling. 

Work on the new clock tower is suspended, on account of mis- 
givings as to strength of its foundations. 

Tunkoo Mohamed Araffin is now in Bangkok. It is possible that 
this prince's visit to our city, at this time, may reflect some light 
on the character of the Sultan of Tringanu, and the nature of the 
relation that Malayan State sustains to the kingdom of Siam. The 
Prince is a native of Bencoolen, Sumatra. and a son of the Sultan 
of that place, which is subject to the Netherlands East India Go- 
wernment. ‘The Sultan of Bencoolen and the Sultan of Tringanu 
are relatives. This relationship was doubtless the reason that 
inclined the Sultan of Tringanu to empower Tunkoo Mohamed 
Araffin to act as his envoy, and be the bearer of a despatch and 
presents to Queen Victoria, and to the Prince of Wales. 

Through the courtesy of the Siamese Government ‘I’. G. Knox, 
Esq., H.B.M.’s Consul-General, aud E. B. Gould, Esq., one of the 
assistants of B.M.’s Consulate-General, have had the uss of a 
Siamese steam yacht, the Northern Siam Enjoying, for a two 
weeks’ cruise along the western coast of the Gulf of Siam. It is 
well known that the Siamese and Malayan portions of the Penia- 
sula of Malaya abound with valuable gold, tin, and other mines. 
The two prominent places visited by the excursionists were 
Kalantan and Singora.

The last Government Gazette contains the Census report for the 
Settlement of Singapore, taken on the 2ud April last. From this 
return, which we fear is much below the mark, the entire popula- 
tion of the island is 97,131, of which 922 are Europeans (exclu- 
sive of military), 54,572 Chinese, 19,250 Malays, 1,634 Boyanesey, 
1,992 Bugis, 3,239 Javanese, 9,297 Klings, 2,164 Murasians, and 
the balance of varied nationality, including Abyssinians, Afri- 
cans, Arabs, Bengalees and other Indians, Burmese, Cochin 
Chinese, Dyaks, Japanese, Armenians, Jews, Manilamen, Par- 
sees, Persians, Siamese, and Singhalese. Of the European 
resident population there are 623 males and 299 females, 
of which 522 males and 203 females are adults, 101 boys, 
and 96 girls. Of the 54,572 Chineso there are 47,104 males to 
7,468 females: there are 43,678 men, 5,200 women, 3,126 boys, 
and 2,268 girls; the return of the female population is, we think, 
below the actual number.

COCHIN CHINA PRODUCE. 

Sa1con.—Messrs. Kaltenbach, Engler, and Co.’s Report is a8 fol- 
lows :—Rice: Our supposition that the article would follow a downward 
tendency has been realised to a greater extent than we expected. Weaker 
reports reccived from China per Messageries Maritimes steamer Tigre 
caused already a decline of a few cents at tho end of last month. On 
the Ist inst. the submarine cable between Hong Kong and our port was 
opencd to the public ; since then daily reports of declining prices reached 
us by wire from the former port, and brought our rates successively 
down to §1.574 for round, and $1.53 for long grain, at which rates the 
lnst few contracts have been passed, Of late the Hong Kong market 
has been steady but quict, and the same was the case here. Chinese 
are not hurrying their shipments, but continue to buy pretty liberally, 
knowing that a further decline would certainly prevent the Anamites to 
bring their produce to market for some time to come. Thus our prices 
have been well maintained during the past weck, and we quote to-day 
round grain $1.58 equal to 6s. Gd. f. 0. b. and $1.53 equal to 6s. 4d.

MepicaL OFFICERS IN THE Catna SquaDRon.—The Army and Navy 
Gazette saya:—aA late Lord of the Admiralty was so indifferent to the 
presence of a medical officer on board his ship that he has been heard 
to declare that he would, if he had his own choice, prefer to be with- 
outone. The story of H.M.S. Rrnaldo’s extraordinary doings in the 
Straits of Malacca it might possibly induce him to alter his opinion. 
Here we had a British man-of-war crippled in her action simply be- 
eause she is without a surgeon to attend to the wounded. This is in- 
deed a strange state of mattcrs; but here is the explanation. The

-M.S. Donegal, but on the arrival of this last-named ship at Hong- 
Kong Vice-Admiral Sir Henry Kellet took upon himself to appoint 
the Rmaldo’s assistant-surgeon to the Naval Hospital, in consequence 
of the sickness of the regular officer of the establishment. This act 
of the commander-in-chicf was never reported to the Admiralty; 
hence the Rina/lo’s crew came under the charge of one medical offi- 
cer only ; and at the time the vessel was engaged with the Malays un- 
fortunately this officer had also fallen ill. We understand that the 
moment this fact came to the knowledge of the authoritics at White- 
hall they ordered two assistant-surgeons off to the East by the over- 
land route. [The last sentence of our contemporary’s remarks applies 
to Assistant-Surgeons Bain and Low, who procceded by the mail of 
the 8th inst. to Singapore. —Ep. L. C. 7.] 


Wits reference to the death of Staff-Surgeon Newton, R.N., at 
Yokohama, the United Service Guzette says:—The naval medical 
establishments in China and Japan have experienced a loss which will 
not readily be replaced.

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THE DESTRUCTION OF SALANGORE. 

A very lengthy letter has appeared in Zhe Times, in reply 
to Sir Benson MaxwE.i’s recent note on this subject. It is 
bare justice to the writer, who signs himself “A Sivaa- 
POREAN,” to say that he has acquitted himself most credit- 
ably as an advocate in the present case. He has left no 
point untouched which could possibly lend force to his de- 
fence of Colonel Anson and Commander Rosinson. It is, 
therefore, with the more regret, as well as with increased 
confidence, that we feel compelled to characterise “ A Sinaa- 
POREAN’S” letter as merely au ingenious piece of special 
pleading. The writer takes by turns every argument that 
can be brought to bear on the subject, from the provocation 
of the Malays to what he calls the “spirited conduct” of 
the British officers, and the “expediency” of preserving 
the “face of England from being blackened and her name 
“stinking in the eyes and nostrils of Chinese and Malays 
“ by the repudiation of the conduct” of the commanders of 
the expedition. We should have been far more gratified if 
the writer's train of reasoning had been based on the broad 
principles of right and wrong instead of being partly dependent 
on the exercise of mere force without justification, and partly 
bolstered up by the pretext of the necessity of keeping 
England from “stinking” in the nostrils of semi-savages 
in consequence of the apprehension that our Government 
may refuse to back up one injury by defending another. 
We do not wish to decide hastily, and we still hope that 
Captain Roprxson may be able to afford a satisfactory ex- 
planation of his conduct. But, failing that, and assuming 
that “ A Sincaporeay’s ” letter exhausts all the arguments 
that can be urged in his defence, we cannot but think that 
Sir Benson MaxweEtu has clearly established his case, and 
that the destruction of Salangore and the menaces offered to 
the Rajah are deplorable circumstances, not only because 
they resulted in the sacrifice of life, but because they can 
hardly fail to embitter the feelings of the Malays against 
themselves, and to weaken their faith in the discretion and 
firmness of Her Masssty’s representatives. 





LITERATURE.

The Ninth Annual Report of the Peking Hospital, in connection 
with the London Missionary Society, is a little book which reflects 
the highest credit on the perseverance and discrimination of Dr. 
Dudgeon. We learn without surprise that the wide-spread uneasi- 
ness among all classes, caused by the sad events at Tientsin in June, 
has, as a matter of course, affected the attendance at this Hospital 
during the whole of the latter half of the year. All forms of Chris- 
tian work in the north of China have becn more or less inter- 
rupted during the same period. The capital, although distant 
only cighty miles from the scene of the appalling cata- 
strophe alluded to, has probably suffered less disturbance on that 
account than some other less important and more remote places. 
The whole attendance has been about one-third less than that of 
last year. That of the first half of tho year was in advance of 
that of the previous year. As soon as intelligence of the massacre 
reached Peking the well-to-do in-patients, who supported them- 
selves, left at once, without giving notice ; those who were main- 
tained at the hospital expense were cither unable or, what is 
more likely, were strongly disinclined to leave. On the 
fair-days, in the east part of both cities, for nine days 
of each month large numbers of new patients came dropping 
in at the dispensary and chapel, making the occasion of their 
being at the fairs, or in this portion of the city, an excellent op- 
portunity for attending to their ailments or hearing somewhat of 
Christianity. ‘Che country patients ceased altogether. On the 
23rd of June the effect was patent, but by the 25th it was very 
marked, and from an average of from fifty to seventy patients 
daily, the attendance suddenly fell to fifteen, and even three, on 
some days, although the average numbered about fifteen. Shortly 
afterwards there was a reaction caused by the publication of some 
placards by grateful patients who avowed their obligations to 
Dr. Dudgeon and his staff. In the midst of a time of so much 
anxiety as the past year it‘is satisfactory to observe that the income 
of the hospital kept pace with the expenditure ; though we hopc 
Dr. Dudgeon’s humane exertions will be better supported this 
year, believing, as we do, that the benefit he confers on his 
patients by curing them of their disorders is not greater than 
that which he renders to their intellect by removing prejudice 
and superstition, and causing them to cease to regard foreigners 
with odium. 

The new number of the Phenix opens with a very interesting 
paper, in whica Mr. J. Kdkins explains some curious points of 
similarity between the Welsh and the Chinese languages. The 
editor contributes articles on Tartary and Burmah ; and Mr. 
Carroll continues his excellent translation of the “Cure for 
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Jealousy.” We hope, however, that this “cure” will not be 
very long delayed. The tale has now been gradually unfolding 
itself for so many months that a good many readers are anxious 
to come at the point of it. We hope, therefore, that the translator 
will not insist on completing his “cure of jealousy” in such 
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“Captain Thrupp’s letter reporting the loas of the ahip was acci- 


dentally left out of the bag containing other despatches, but will be 
forwarded to England by the ship Oberon.—I have the houour, &<.,

“ Her Britannic Majesty's Acting Consul at Batavia to the Secretary 
‘Sof the Admiralty. 
‘¢ British Consulate, Batavia, Aug. 14, 1871. 

‘‘Sir,—On the 7th inst. I had the honour to send the Board of 
Admiralty the following telegram :—‘ {no terms of your telegram I 
have chartered the Brifish steamer Oberon for St. Paul’s with provi- 
gions, and Lieutenant Jones sails Wednesday morning daylight. Speed, 
10, perhaps 14 knots. Capacity 1,022 tons. The Rinaldo expected 
Wedneaday ;’ and on the 9th inst. [ received your reply as follows :-— 

‘Approve Oberon being chartered. Inform Captain Thrupp, if this 
reaches you in time, that crews of the Blanche and Rosario are to be 
sent to Sydney in Malacca, which is to bring relieved crews to Aden, 
unless already chartered for England. Captain Thrupp to return to 
Singapore in Rinaldo with witnesses required for court-martial, and 
come thence with them to England in ordinary steamer. Acknowledge 
this ;’ from which I am pleased to notice that my arrangements have 
met with the approval of their Lordships. 


“¢ The Oberon ia a fine steamer of 1,022 tons register, and will pro- 
bably make the voyage to St. Paul’s under favourable circumstances at 
an average speed of 10 knots an hour. She sailed for St. Paul's at 
daylight on Wednesday morning, and is expected to reach her desti- 
nation in less than a fortnight. 

“The peremptory nature of your telegram left no other course open 
to me than to charter at once, if any suitable vessel was obtainable, 
and the only choice I had was between the Oberon and a ateamer of 
the Netherlands Indian Steam Navigation Company. I fixed on the 
former, as it was eminently qualified to perform satisfactorily the ser- 
vice required. At the same time I regret that the Board did not leave 
me any discretionary powers, especially as it was known that Lieuten- 
ant Jones was on the way up from Sourabaya, and could inform me 
precisely ag to urgency in the matter. Had this been done I most 
certainly should not have considered myself justified in incurring the 
above great expenditure, as Lieutenant Jones was of opinion that the 
few days elapsing between the arrivals of the Oberon and Rinaldo at 
St. Paul’s would not in any way have affected the condition of the offi- 
cers and men of the Megeera.

THE LOSS OF THE MEGARA. 

We have received the following despatches from the Ad- 

miralty for publication :— 
Commander Robinson to the Secretary to the Admiralty. 
“ Her Majesty's Ship Rinaldo, Batavia, Aug. 10. 

‘*Sir,—I bave the honour herewith to forward for their Lordships’ 
information the report of Acting Lieutenant Jones, of the loss of Her 
Majesty's ship Megeera, at St. Paul's Ieland. 

“9. On my arrival at Batavia on the morniag of the 8th inst. I 
found the clipper ship Oberon, with auxiliary steam power, had been 
chartered by the British Consul, and that the extra supply of provi- 
rions, which I had telegraphed to be ready for this ship to take to St. 
Panl’s, had been put on board the Oberon. 

“3. Under these cirenmstaaces I telegraphed to the Commodore at 
Tlong Kong to know whether the Rinaldo should proceed to St. Paul’s, 
and received the following reply :—‘ Rinaldo not to proceed to St. 
Paul's. Malacca left Hong Kong yesterday.’ 

“4, On the 9th inst., at 2 p.m., I received a note from the Consul, 
and upon going to his office found your telegram requiring the Rinaldo 
to bring Captain Thrupp and witnesses from St. Paul’s to Singapore. 
Having the positive orders from Commodore Shortt not to go to St. 
Paul’s, on reading it I deemed it advisable to telegraph to Commodore 
Shortt to know whether the Rinaldo was to go,and received the 
following answer at 45 minutes past noon this day :—‘ Rinaldo to 
proceed immediately to St. Paul’s, and execute orders of Admiralty.’

“PS, The Oberon sailed yesterday, the 9th, at 7 30 a.m.” 


“From Acting Lieutenant Lewis T. Jones, "of Her Majesty's Ship 


Megara, to the Secretary to the Admirality. 
‘ Batavia, Aug. 7. 

‘ Sir,—I have the honour to report to you that Her Majesty's ship 
Megzera was run on shore on St. Paul's Island on Monday, June 19, in 
a sinking state, and that all hands are eaved and landed, with provi- 
sions and stores. 


‘¢ The circumstances under which the Megeera was run on shore are 
as follows:—On June 8, on the passage from the Cape to Sydney, a 
leak was reported, but was for several dayskept under by hand-pumps 
and baling. On or about the 14th of June the leak became more se- 
rious, and the water gained on the pumps. Steam was then used, and 
by the aid of the main steam pumps the water was kept in check. 

“It was determined to steer for St. Paul’s Island in order to examine 
the ship, where she arrived and anchored on Saturday, June 17. A 
survey was then held, and a diver sent down to examine the leak. A 
hole was discovered worn through the centre of a plate, about 12ft. 
abaft the mainmast and about 8ft. from the keel port side, besides other 
serious injuries in the immediate vicinity of the leak. 


“On Sunday morning, June 18 the report of survey was sentin. It 
was considered unsafe to leave the anchorage. Provisious and stores 
were then landed. On Monday forenoon, June 19, weather being very 
stormy, and being unable to keep the ship in position, having carried 
away and lost three anchors since firat anchoring, and-being unable to 
carry on the work of landing provisions on account of the stormy 
weather, it was determined to beach the ship. At about ] p.m. the 
ship was run full speed oa the bar. and remained there. She soon 
afterwards filled up to the main deck aft at high water. The work of 
landing provisions and saving cargo was then continued, and a portion 
of the men and officers landed in charge of the same. The ship was 
not entirely abandoned for about ten or twelve days after she was 
beached. I was ordered by Captain Theupp to hold myself in readiness 
to intercept any passing vessel, and communicate intelligence to the 
senior naval officer at any port at which [ should arrive. I left the 
island on Sunday, the 16th of July, in the Dutch vessel Aurora, Capt. 
Fisser, owners Goedkoop and Co., Amsterdam, and arrived at Soura- 
baya on the 2ad of August, when I co mmunicated with the senior 
naval officer in China and Consul at Bstavia. 


“Up to the time I left the island about 80 tons of cargo for Sydney 
had been saved, and divers were still employed recovering it. Men 
and officers were living ander canvas, and all are well... They had pro- 
visions to Jast, on half allowance, till the beginning of November, with 
the exception of bread, flour, tea, and sugar, of which they were very 
short, men being on 4o0z. of bread per day. 

“ Water was obtained from summit of the hill during rainy seagons, 
but could not be depended upon. It is considered impossible to render 
the ship fit for farther service. 

“‘T arrived at Batavia this day, August 7, and proceeded to St. 
Paul's by English merchant steamer Oberon, Captain Burgoyne, 
chartered by Acting Consul, with necessary provisions for men. 
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“ Lieutenant Jones writes you all particulars regarding the loss of 


the Megwra, and the condition of the men on the island. Captain 
Thrupp’s letter reporting the disaster was nafortunately not in the bag 
when wieutenant Jones hurriedly left the island ; but it will go forward 
in the Oberon, which is bound to London direst. 


“The Rinaldo arrived on Tuesday, the 8th inst., and, in terms of 


your telegram of the 8th inst., proceeded on the 10th at midday to 
St. Paul’s with further provisions, and to convey to Singapore Captain 
Thrupp and witnesses for the court-martial. I regret that your tele- 
gram reached me too late to inform Lieutenant Jones of this; anda 
telegram I despatched to Anjer also most unfortunately arrived there 
an hour after the Oberon had passed. 


“T telegraphed you on the 10th inst.:—' Oberon had already left 


before your telegram was received. Rinaldo atarts for St. Paul's this 
forenoon,’ which I hope reached you intelligibly.

OPENING OF THE MONT CENIS TUNNEL. 
Sunday, the 17th inst., witnessed the formal opening of one of the 


greatest engineering enterprises of modern times, the Mont Cenis tunnel 
through the Alps. We are indebted to the correspondent of the Daily 
News for the following account of the ceremony. 


At half-past six in the morning the first train, carrying the Commission 


appointed to proceed to Modane, there to meet the French Commission, 
left the station of Turin. 


The train consisted of about twenty carriages. 
Among the company were Signor Visconti Venosta ; Signor Devincenzi, 
the Minister of Public Works; Signor Sella; Signor Castagnola, the 
Minister of Agriculture ; the President of the Chamber of Deputies, a 
large number of senators and deputies, and the mayors of the principal 
Italian cities. All along the line and at the intermediate stations crowds 
of peasants from the neighbouring villages, with bands playing the 
Royal March, saluted the train, At half-past ten precisely the train 
entered the tunnel at Bardonnecchia amidst enthusiastic cheering, The 
tunnel was traversed in twenty-one minutes precisely. All the carriages 
kept the windows open, there being no smoke at all, The temperature 
was twenty-three centigrade. The train arrived ut Modane at eleven, 
and there found M. Lefranc, M. de Lesseps, and the members of the 
French Commission. At the station the Ministers entered into conver- 
sation. The French Minister and Chevalier Nigra then got into the 
Royal carriages. The engines were decorated with Italian and French 
flags, and the train left Modane at half past twelve, re-entered the tunnel 
at forty minutes past twelve, and left it at twenty-five minutes past one. 


Subsequently a banquet was given at Bardonnechia’ to celebrate the 
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event of the dav, and nearly 1,490 guests acrepted invitations. The 
banquet took pluce in a pavilion, 200 mérres long, which was elegantly 
d: coruted with flugs and other o:naments. Signor Visconti Venoesta 
propo ed as a toust ** France and her Governm: nt,” and the illustrious 
persons who hed come from all parts of Europe to celebrate the grent 
victory obtained by science. He entled by exclaiming, “ Lony live 
Frane!” at which there was great cheering. M. Lefranc, the French 
Minisier, in reply, expressed his regret at being alone to answer, in the 
name of France, “ Long live Italy.” He was sure that the whole of 
Franee would sincerely respond. Alluding to the arrival of M. de 
Ré:nusat, he said that on the morrow another member of the 
Cahinet would repeat the words, and give to them a more poli- 
tical significance. The success of the work was due in the first 
degree to God, who inapired men with the thoughts ont of which 
such undertakings sprung. To the King of Italy, to Count Cavour, 
and to the men by whose skill, perseverance, and energy the work 
had been curried out, high praise must be viven. France and 
Traly could now join hands, They were united by the honds of peace 
and hamanity. He admitted that France wad committed many errors, 
It was now time to work for the good of all mankind, The M-nister 
ended lis speech, amid loud cheers, with the words, * Long live united 
Italy an: France.” Signor De Vincenzi, the Minister of Public Werks, 
then propos d ‘6 The health of M. de Lesseps and Signor Grat'oni," 
eounceting their names with the two gre:t works, the Suez Canal and 
the Tunnel of Mont Cenis. The Swiss Minister saluted free Italy in the 
name of frie Switzerland, and pointed out that the honour of ‘he greut 
work wus due tothe Latin race. Signor Sella gave as a toast, ‘‘The 
memory of Cavour and all tho<e who had co-:-perated in the great work 
of the tunnel.” A director of the Victor Emmanuel Railway Company 
tien presented gold medals from the Itulian and French Governments 
to Signor Grattoni, the engineer, who, with much emotion, returned 
thank~ in his own name and that of his colleagues. 

The first return train left Bardonnecchia for Turin at six p.m. At 
all the stations along the line the country people, with light-d torches, 
eheered lustily, bunds playing aud flags waving. On the Italian and 
French mini-ters arriving at the station at Turin they were loudly 
cheered by the immense crowds which had collected. Both the railway 
station and the city were splendidly illuminated. One enormous street 
was designed to represent the tunnel, having an entrance constructed of 
the same dimensions as that at Bardonnecchia, and there was a repre~ 
sentative of Italy and France shaking hands bef re the tunnel. 

Ano her banquet to celebrate the event was given on the 18th inst., 
when the municipality of Turin entertained an assemblage of more than 
five hundred guests, of whom the larger balf were foreigners. The Syn- 
dic, speaking in the name of the city, thanked the guests who had ac- 
cepted the invitations of the munici; ality to celebrate the opening of the 
great turnel. M. de Rémusat, in responding to the toast, expressed his 
admiration for the Italian people, who had completed so immense a 
work. Inthe name of his own country, which has struggled so nobly 
for liberty, he drank to the health of the Italian nation, who appear to 
be on all occa-ions determined to defend their independence and liberty. 
Signor Vi-conti Veuosta expressed his delizht that this new work united 
Italy more closely with France, and through France with the whole 
civilised world. His poposal of the health of M. Thiers and the French 
Government was rece:ved with loud cheers. Signor Venosta added 
that the friendship of the two nations will assure the triumph of art and 
the genera! prosperity of both. Signor Biancheri, the President of the 
Chamber of Deputies, gave as a toast ** The City of Turin,” and several 
other speeches were delivered before the festivities concluded. 





In view of the successful completion and inauguration of this great 
work it may be of interest to recall a few facts in connection with the 
de-ign and execution of the undertaking. The project of constructing 
a tunnel un‘er the Alps was one of the favourite designs of the eminent 
Italian statesman, the late Count Cavour. The date of the commence- 
ment of the tuinel was the 15th of August, 1857. The two pvints at 
which it was determined to commence the tunnel were two wretched 
little Alpine villuges, Burdonnecchia and Fourneaux, the former on the 
Italian, the latter un the French side of Mont Frejus, the tunnel being 
pierced for a distance of 12,236 metres under the above-named moun- 
tain, and net, as common report would have it, beneath Mont Cenis, 
These two vil'sges were of the smallest size «nd moat miserable charac- 
ter, and offered no accommodation whatever to the many hundred 
workmen employed on either side of the mountain. Bardonnecchia, on 
the Piedmontese side, is a village which iu 1857, when the works com- 
menced, contained abont 1,00) souls. The houses in it were reully little 
better than hu's, being mostly occupied by shepherds, who were absent 
with their flocks on the mounta'ns during the summer months; conse. 
quently, nut only were there no conveniences for the establishment of the 
works, the accommodation of the engineers and workmen, &c., but the 
means of transporting even food werewanting. At Fourneaux things were 
even wor-e for men, there being an ordinury population of only 4U0 in- 
habitants; there was not a single shop in which food could be bought 
by the men engaged on the engineering works, Consequently, thy 
were obliged to establish themselves at Modane, where they could obtain 
tolerable accommodation, but which was a mile and a-half from their 
work. 

Tue frat problem to be solved, says Mr. Francis Kossuth, one of the 
Royal Commissioners of Italian Railways, in his report on the Tunn 1, 
was threefold :—Ist. To tix scross the mountain several points which 
would all be contained in the vertical plane drawn through the axis of 
the tunnel. nd. To obtain the exact length between the openings. 
8rd. To know the precise d fference of level between the two extremities 
of the tunnel, 80 as to obtain the proper zradients. In o:der to execute 
this p.ogramme a series cf ob>ersutions were established on all the 
favourable points, and an elnborate trigonometrical survey of the district 
was undertok:-n. All the observations were repeated never less than ten 
times, the greater part twenty, and the most important as muny as 
sixty ti: es. The preliminary measurements gave a distance of 13,861°6 

ards between the two temporary openings. We say temporary open- 
because, although the tunnel is itself constructed in a perfectly 
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straight line from Fourneaux and Bardonnecchia, passengers will not 
pass through the orivival straight tunnel bat wil! be conveyed throuzh 
a branch «ne which joins the main line a shurt distance from Four- 
neaux. The nature of the ground was such as to necegsitute the defi- 
nite and permanent tunnel being taken through the mountain in a 
curve, but even the anprofe-sional reader will sve that a straight line 
wus indis:ensxable, in order to secure not only accuracy of direction, but 
alo a through draught of air through the whole length of the tunnel. 
The tunnel, although its axia was straight. was not constructed on a 
dead level for two reasons. Fir-t, it was considered necessary to havea 
slope outwards, in order that any water in the tunnel might ea-ily drain 
itself away. And, secondly, by having the two lines so drawn that they 
must ultimately cross each other, it was evident that the chavces of 
meeting were reduced to a positive certainty, The gradients were: 
From the Bardonnecchia (Italian) end, 4,408°50 feet above the Jevel 
of the sea, 1 in 2,000 (002 per metre) for a distance of 20,97 33 feet. 
From the Fourneaux entrance (French side), 3,945 feet above the sea, 
the rising gradient was 1 in 48:4782 (°023 per metre) ‘or 20,587 feet. 
Elevation above rea level at Bardonnerchia, 4,408 50) feet. El: vation 
above sea level at Fourrenux, 3,945°0U teet. Thin was the calculation 
on paper ; the actual re-ult differs wonderfully little, the error being 
par ly owing to discrepancies discovered whilst the final line of the 
tunnel was being traced, as well from mistakes in the precise levels of 
the starting points, The absolute flzume give a mean level forthe 
highest point of 4,391°386 feet. The greatest height of the mass of 
the Alps over the tunnel is 5,307 feet, 

After giving these figures it may be of interest to present the reader 
witb the account given by an eye-witness, M. Génési, of the meeting of 
the workmen last winter in the depths of the earth, more than 5,000 
feet bene:th the summit of Mont Fréjus. ‘‘ On the 9th of November, 
1870,” says M. Génési, ‘1 was on my regular round of inspection as 
usual, when I fancied I heard through the rocks the noise of the explo- 
sion of the mines on the Burdonnecchia side. I sent a despatch to dis- 
cover if the hours agreed. They did, and then there could be no longer 
any doubt that we were nearing the goal. Each following day the ex- 
plosions were to be heard more and more distinctly. At the beuinning 
of December we heard quite clearly the blows of the perforators 
against the recks. Then we vacuely heard the sound of voices. But 
were we going to meet at the same level and in the sume axis? 
For three days and three nights engineers, foremen, and heads of gangs 
never left the tunnel. The engineers Borelly and Boni directed the 
works on the Bardonnecchia side, M. Copello on that of Fourncaux. We 
could not eat or sleep ; every one was ina stute of fever. At length, 
on the morning of the 26th December, the rock fell in near the roof, 
The breach was made, and we could see each other and shake hands. 
The same evening the hole was clear—the last obstacle—and tle moun- 
tain was pierced, our work was dune. What a rejoicing we had! Ia 
spite of the war, the cheers of all scientific Europe came to find us in 
the entrails of our mountain when the happy termination of our enter- 
prise became known. The two axes met exactly ; there was barely 
half 9 yard error. The level on our side was only sixty centimetres 
(less than three-quarters of a yard) too high. But ufter thirteen yeurs 
of continual work, who could even hope for so perfect a result? We 
placed at the point of junction an inscription on a marble tablet, com- 
memorative of the happy event.” 

The method of boring used in the Mont Cenis Tunnel has been so 
often described already that a very short account of it will euffice. At 
sturtirng, we should remind the reader that i isa mistake to fancy that 
the tunnel has been bored on anew principle. This is not so; the 
great work has been accomplished by means of blasting as it has been 
used in mining operations for centuries. But it is in the use of air ava 
motive powcr for the perforating tools thut the novelty of the operations 
consist-. Air was compressed to six atmospheres by means of hydraulic 
pressure obtained from the mountain streains in the neighbourhood of 
the tunnel. The piercing instrument was a stee! drill driven by a 
piston, worked itself by compressed sir from a movable press, The 
compressed air was conveyed in a cast iron tube of 7°84 inches 
inside diameter, and thirty-nine inches thick. It is mide in lengths 
of from six to eight fret. Safety valves were placed in this 
tube and under the pressure became more than six atmospheres ; 
air escaped, and was conveyed by other tubes to the scene of opera- 
tiens in tle middle of the mountain, and snpplied the workmen 
with fresh air. The quantity of water consumed was 35°317 cubic feet 
per second, there being a fall of 144 feet. The method of operation in 
order to pierce the rock was 4s follows :—Seven drills pierced a series of 
holes in the rock. These holes were ubout a yard in depth, an inch to 
three inches in diameter, only the smaller ones were filled with powder, 
the larger were simply made in order to diminish the resistance of the 
stone. These sevepty holes took from five to seven hours to perforate, 
according to the nature of the rock. When the holes had been made 
they were driei thoroughly by means of blasts of compressed sir, and 
then charged. Tue mines were successively exploded, beginning with 
those in the centre of the vault, Then the fragments were cleared away 
in trucks, In the twenty-four hours the progress varied from two yards 
to two yards and a half. 

There will be two lines of rail in the tunnel. The vaultiteelf will be 
tix metres high und eight metres wide, The tunuvel will be walled in 
along its whole length, and the lime rock will be nowhere exposed. 
The thickness of the interval masonry forming the tube is from hull a 
yard to a yard and more, according to circumstances. On the French 
side the masonry cost on the average 1,300 francs the square metre, on 
the Italian side only 1,000 francs. The tunnel is wonderfully dry in 
comparison with many smaller works. There is only one subterranean 
spring of any importance in it and a water-course, or rather a little 
aqueduct, hus been constructed beneath the permanent way, in order to 
carry off auy water which might drain into the tuanel. 

Much has been said about the hea: inthe tunnel. All accounts awrec 
that it is not excessive, and a recent French visitur to the tunnel gives 
the following figures: —At the entranve, 54 degs. Fahrenheit ; at the te- 
legraph station inside, 76 degs. Fahrenheit; the average temperature 
belag about 65 degs. Fahrenheit.

THE IMPORTATION OF CHINESE LABOUR INTO 
ENGLAND. 

Ir is with very great concern that we observe that the 
arbitrary conduct of the engineers and others as exhibited in 
the present alarming strikes in various parts of the country, 
and secretly fomenied by the revolutionary doctrines of the 
extreme party of which Messrs. OpgeR and BRaDLAUGH are 
the leaders, appears to have disturbed the judgment of some 
of the great employers of labour. We only hope that the 
rumour may not be well founded, and we lose no time in 
entering our protest against the proposed movement ; but 
we can gather from the article in the Globe, which we quoted 
in our last issue, nothing less than that “ the success 
“ which has attended the employment of Chinese labour in 
“the United States suggests its introduction here, as a re- 
** medy against such strikes as are now agitating the labour 
“ market.” We are told further on that “ Sir WILLIAM ARM- 
‘- stronG and other large employers are forming a fuud spe- 
“ cially destined to provide for the introduction of foreign 
labour into England,” and that “John Chinaman” may be 
expected, befure very long, to be fuund “ hard at work over 
here.” We are totally unable to find terms strong enough 
to denounce a movement like this, supposing for a moment 
that it can be in contemplation. If it should ever take 
shape, Sir WitLiaM ARMsTRONG’s artillery will have been 
turned against his countrymen with a vengeance ; but he 
will find, aud the country will find, that he has brought such 
au artillery of public opinion to bear upon him and his fol- 
lowing as must either defeat their tactics at the outset, or 
else (after a struggle which could not be unattended with 
bloodshed) conduct us back to a system of Protection as 
stern a8 that prevailing in China, and so undo all the 
benefits which for twenty-five years we have owed to the 
self-sacrificing policy of the great Sir Ropert Peet. We 
admit that we write warmly—we should be ashamed of 
ourselves if we did not feel deeply on such a subject— 
but it is no time to mince matters when we see a journal 
which circulates chiefly among the English clergy, aud has 
besides a political influence, especially among the classes 
most ignorant of trade, gravely advoeating a live of conduct 
which, we feel persuaded, can only end in one of two 
consequences if it is ever begun. The alternatives which 
we sev ahead of the proposed iutroduction of Chiuese labour 
into England are these—either a return to protectiouisin in 
ita most bigoted form, or else a revolution. Of course, as we 
are not very likely suddenly to belie our national charaoter, the 
probabilities are strongly in favour of a return to Protection — 
a condition of things which it is utterly impossible to contem- 
plate without perceiving in it the prostratiun of Englaud for 
the time during which it might last. We hope that Sir Wix- 
L1aM ARMSTRONG will lose no time in contradicting the report 
that he is engaged in any such scheme as is suggested in the 
Globe. If any project of the kind is really in existence, the 
promoters must be as thoroughly ignorant of the Chinese cha- 
racter as of the temper of the English working man. As-um- 
ing, for the sake of argument —unreasonable as the position is 
—that large uumbers of Chinese were imported successfully 
to undersell our countrymen in the labour-market ; granting 
that the police and military were able to suppress the riots 
that must inevitably ensue; it is inconceivable that 
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English manufacturers can shut their eyes to the fact 
that English ratepayers would at once unite to remedy 
the enormous increase of Povr-rates which would cer- 
tainly follow, and also that English tradesmen would 
resist, a8 one man, the introduction of a horde of 
savages who could not consume a tenth part of the goods 
their present customers take of them. Other inevitable con- 
sequences of such a movement are too evident to require 
more than passing notice. The ill-usage which the Chinese 
workmen would be certain to encounter here would lead to 
gross misrepresentation among their countrymen, and there- 
fore to increased hatred towards ourselves. And even if we 
pass by all the other objections which suggest them- 
selves, aud assume that the Chinese were naturalised here, 
and that our factories and railways were worked by them, 
do Sir WittiaM ARMsTRONG and the Globe know so little 
of the Chinese character as to think that they would 
not be the first to “strike” when they thought they 
could get anything by it? Whether Chinese workmen 
“strike” when at home, or no, is beside the quee- 
tion, We are now speaking of the Chinese io a foreign 
country, and our own experience tells us that Chinese work- 
men have struck for an advance of pay to three times its 
previous rate, and that without a moment’s notice, in India. 
We need not say that we have no sympathy with the present 
strikes, nor in fact with any strikes as a means of gainiag an 
increase of wages, or a shortening of time. They are merely 
got up by a parcel of lazy demagogues, who would rather talk 
treasonable nonsense than work for their bread. But there 
are some remedies which are worse than the disorders they 
are expected to cure. And of all such politico-economical 
nostrums that have ever been suggested, the importation of 
Chinese labour to hold our own in check seems to us to be 
the most suicidal and scandalous. 











THE MONT CENIS TUNNEL. 

THE most important event of the week has been undoubt- 
edly the passage of the first train through the Mont Cenis 
Tunnel, of the opening of which we give a report in another 
column. The space of forty minutes was occupied in the 
transit from the Italian to the French terminus—a distance 
of eight miles—the journey this way being down an incline. 
It took fifty-five minutes to bring the return train through 
its “uphill work,” when the tunnel was found to be com- 
pletely clear of vapour and steam, a circumstance attri- 
butable to the current of air which the difference of tem- 
perature at either end causes to circulate through the entire 
route. The Mont Cenis Punnel and the Suez Canal now, 
therefore, supplement one another. Each brings the other 
so much nearer to Eugland, to China, or to Iudia. The 
fourteen years of labour that have been spent on 
this great work caonot be grudged, even by those 
who bave devoted the last years of their lives to its 
accomplishmeut. But while we congratulate our coun- 
trymen on the immense benefits which are conferred on 
the Knglish-speaking races by the Suez Canal and the Mont 
Cenis Tunnel, it would be unfair to conceal the fact that these 
two greatest triumphs of engineering ekill in modern times 
have been conceived and executed by the Latin races. It is 
our turn to do something next; and if our friends in 
Ceylon will take the lead witb the Paumben Channel, though 
their achievement will be slight as to difficulty in proportion 
with the gigantic enterprises com pleted by France and Italy, 
it will at least give good earnest of our sympathy with the 
progress of the age, aud our reluctance to allow “the old 
country ” to be “ tailed off” in the race of improvement. 


EverytTsine that the Rev. Mr. WILLIAMson publishes must 
command the respectful attentivn of all who have, like him, 
the interests of China at heart. Even those who differ with 
him must acknowledge that he is the most chivalrous of 
opponents. We, who, as our readers know. have a strong 
sympathy with the movement to which Mr. WinLIaMson has 
devoted his life, feel that we need do nv more, while drawing 
attention to the letter of his which we publish to-day, 
thau commend ove sentence in it to the grave consideration 
of our Government. Mr. WILLIaMson says, “Speak of ad- 
“ mitting China into the comity of nations—by all meaus ; 
“but do not grant them all the rights and privileges of civi- 
“ised nations, and allow them to ignore all the consequent 
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“responsibilities which devolve upon such Powers.” In 
these few words the exact condition of our relations with 
China is made clear, and the proper course to be adopted 
distinctly sketched out. And, if it is a missionary who has 
been the first to enunciate a doctrine so valuable, even those 
who are most opposed to missionary enterprise will admit 
that he has rendered good service to his country. 

















Tue change which has recently been introduced into the 
currency of Ceylon has rendered it desirable that Sir 
Hercuues RosBinson, the present Governor, should remain 
some time longer in the colony in order to carry out the 
reform. Lord Kimpervey has therefore conveyed to Sir 
HERCULES a request from the Lords of the Treasury to this 
effect, aud the departure of Mr. W. H. Gregory, the Go- 
vernor-nominate, will be deferred until some time next year. 


OUR POSITION IN CHINA. | 
(To the Editor of The London and China Telegraph.) 

Srn,—I may say that I, in a great measure, sympathise with 
the recent efforts of the Chinese Government, to check the ad- 
vances of foreigners, or rid themselves of them altogether. They 
have suffered terribly at our hands, and still have no small reason to 
complain. But they know not what they are doing. They are 
like a blind giant struggling with the inevitable—eager to protect 
his own, but knowing neither the cause of the evil nor the cu e 
—the strength of his antagonists nor his own weakness. I also 
thoroughly appreciate the motives of Her Majesty’s Government 
in their desire to treat the Chinese with justice and forbearance, 
but I am afraid they may go too farin this direction. Concilia- 
tory measures and forbearance imply intelligence to apprehend 
our motives, and, above all, a.me disposition to honourable friend- 
ship, otherwise conciliatory measures may be folly. But while 
the masses of the people are ready for unfettered intercourse, the 
bulk of the /izerati and the mandarins are not so, and have mis- 
construed all the recent utterances of well-meaning men, and the 

licy of the late Lord Clarendon. I therefore think in their own 
Interests as well as ours that the reins must still be held with a 
strong and steady hand. 

I have been more than ever amazed at some of the objections 
lately urged against missionary operations. A certain most in- 
finential nan has said: “Commerce is our sole object in China.” 
I had thought such Vandalism had vanished for ever, or existed 
only in the brain of a certain well-known Chinese diplomatist. I 
am ashamed to find it turning up again. The truth is, commerce 
by itself is a deciviliser, and most emphatically so between civil- 
ised and semi-civilised or barbarous peoples. It has been tremen- 
dously so in China: witness the opium trafic, the coolie traffic, and 
a hundred other things. And is the object of Great Britain in 
China to be solely confined to this? Is a sordid materialism to 
rule the day? Does man owe no other duties to his fellow man ? 
And is a short-sighted regard for trade to control all our inter- 
course with such countries? The idea is utterly intolerable, and 
I feel certain will be rejected with scorn by the best portion of the 
British nation. 

The London Zraminer has also been lately discoursing on China, 
and among other things it affirms that Protestant missionaries 
have done no good, but mischief in that country. I shall not 
speak of our work, but refer those interested to certainly an 
impartial witness, viz., the Westminster Review for April, 1871, 
for information on this point. The writer in the ELxaminer 
speaks as if it were injustice to introduce Christianity into 
China. But is it to be a crime to teach men knowledge? 
And is this the outcome of our advanced civilisation. Tole- 
ration is a grand principle, but to introduce it as an argu- 
ment against carrying enlightenment into heathen darkness 
is toleration pune bee | The more I have thought over Mr. 
Miall’s lucubration the more inexplicable it appears, especially 
as the production of a religious Nonconformist. He has stood 
before the world for years as a standard bearer of religious liberty, 
and yet he comes forth as the virtual advocate of the most ex- 
clusive and intolerant of all governments, and maintains the 
right of that oligarchy to prescribe the faith, and tyrannise over 
360,000,000 of our fellow-men. He tells us that ‘‘ the toleration 
cluuse is @ mistake,” to be rectified with all speed and care! 
What! This from the Nonconformist? Alas! for human con- 
sistency. Mot to speak of salvation, are we to consent to the,exclu- 
sion of that name which is above every name—the very centre of 
human history—the unconscious desire of all nations—the spring 
of everything pure, noble, aud progressive—the only guarantee of 
peace, security, and prosperity—that name which is the very buck- 
bone, and heart, and brain, the all and all of our country. the 
light of the world, the life of man, the only hope of sinners, the 
joy of humanity ? Or take a lower position. Shall a Christian 
people solemnly agree to exclude that which alone can give 
strength to character, earnestne=s of purpose, width of view, ele- 
vation of conception. purity, truth, and honour to man? Shall 
we, in the face of the world, plant a stigma upon that which 
arouses philanthropy. awakens every faculty of the mind, gives a 
fiuer eye to the painter, a deeper soul to the musician, higher 
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impulses to the man of science, refinement to the literateur, 
nobler tastes to the people, and strength and vigour to all enter- 
prise? ‘Blessings abound where’er He reigns.” Who shall 
step forwaad to do this? Shame on the man who even breathes 
such a proposal. The Treaty has been made already, who shall 
take the responsibility of tearing it in pieces? Who shall dare, 
even in this sense, to come between God and China ? 

But Mr. Miall goes even further. He does not seem to know 
the terms of the treaty, and shrinks from the very thought of any 
Protection being granted to converts. He pretends to think that 

ord Elgin could never be so far left to himself. Asa dissenter 
I protest against such statements being supposed to be part of 
voluntaryism. I know well the evil of throwing any worldly en- 
couragement to become Christians before heathen men. But 
there is nothing of this in the matter. It is simply agreed that 
“ converts shall have liberty to profess and practise Christianity 
without being liable to fines, imprisonment, or molestation ;” and 
in a country like China, or anywhere, is there anything wrong in 
this? There are about 6,000 converts at present in Chiua, be- 
sides several millions of Roman Catholics ; and if the demands of 
the Chinese Government, just made, be complied with, they and 
their families will certainly be exposed to all sorts and degrees of 
persecution. God in his providence has given Christian nations 
power and authority, and a footing in China; are we to stand 
coolly aside and see women and children dragged out of their 
homes, tortured, and it may be butchered, all because they have 
seen the evils of idolatry and sin, and embraced our Lord as their 
Lord and Master? Is there any sense in this, or merit in this, 
or scripture for this? Is it not the narrow conceit of men who 
ride a hobby to death? Many among the converts have made 
great social sacrifices in professing Christianity ; they know what 
is before them if their own rulers had their wishes; and they are 
now lookiug with an anxious eye tothe action of our Government. 
Is a Christian nation to ullow a heathen people to violate their 
treaty, and in order to stamp out the only promising element in 
their Empire, and to destroy the seed of the only forces that are 
good, and pure, and elevating in that country. Did Cromwell do 
wrong in throwing his shield over the Waldenses ; and did any 
mischief come of that interference ? 

The Chinese believe they would be doing right were they to 
exterminate Christianity ; we know they would be doing grievous 
wrong to themselves and all concerned. And just as we would 
prevent a ferocious lunatic from falling upon a crowd of children, 
so would we interpose and demand that the Chinese officials be 
not allowed to make a prey of Christians. And we are inclined to 
think only lunatics would blame us. The specicus reasoning 
against which we have been arguing is the most dangerous of all 





‘sentimentalism. It is a mercy to feel sure that it is mere senti- 


mental trash, and cannot but be repudiated by all thinking and 
practical men. We have never sought, and never shall seek, to 
come between Chinese law and evildoers. What we dread is the 
lawlessness of the rulers, exercised on isolated and defenceless 
men and women. 

Speak of admitting China into the comity of nations—by all 
means ; but do not grant them all the rights and privileges of 
civilised nations, and allow them to ignore all the consequent re- 
sponsibilities which devolve upon suck Powers. 

Mr. Miall also impliedly advises missionaries not to assert their 
rights as British subjects. Is this the last expression of the 
highest development of ‘Spiritual Christianity 7 For our part 
we are content to do as Paul did. The argument here is most 
miserable, especially when we look at the history of the writer. 
Does the highest Christianity consist in being in Great Britain 
the most persistent and clamorous agitator for supposed rights ; 
and in China, precluded from following the example of Him who 
said: “If I have spoken evil, bear witness of the evil; but if 
not, why smitest thou me?” We are taunted with seeking to 
spread Christianity with the sword. There is great confusion of 
thought in those who parade this objection. They do not dis- 
tinguish between nations and individual Christian men. For my 
own part,and I believe I speak the sentiments of every mis- 
sionary in the field, I am disposed to go to China (treaty or no 
treaty),and humbly to seek, at all risks, to carry out the com- 
mand of our Saviour in simple dependence ope His gracious pro- 
mises. I have never called for gun-boats. But ought my fellow 
Christians, who compose the British nation, to expose us to the 
tender mercies of wicked and brutal men? Our consuls of them- 
selves have interfered; and they have done right. I believe that 
nations have duties towards each of their subjects. “ Other 
climes require what other climes produce.” And the expressed 
and obvious design of Providence is, that the various peoples of 
this world should mingle with one anotier, and help each other 
on. that design being consummated by His will being done on 
earth even as itis done in heaven. I therefore thiuk that the 
European and American nations are clearly justified. both 
by reason and Scripture, in insisting that this vast country 
shall open its doors to the outside world, and in binding the 
Chinese by treaties to such eugagements. But I believe that it 
would be utterly unworthy of us and suicidal if these Christian 
nations didnot make provision for the introduction and peaceful ex- 
tension of that to which they are indebted for all their prosperity. 
Treaty stipulations in favour of Christianity are therefore defen- 
sible on every ground; and just as it would never do to allow a 
merchant, 60 frag as he acted in accordance with the several 
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clauses of the treaty, to be hampered or butchered at the caprice 
of ignorant mandarins, so it would be must pernicious to permit 
the self-denying representatives of our fuith, science. and litera- 
ture to be unprotected in their noble calling in the midst of a 
heathen peop'e. This is all weclaim ; and I trust the injustice 
of upbraiding us with seeking the power of the eword will be ap- 
parent tv all, 

There is another class of objectors to whom we may refer. 
They are represented by Wallace, the authur of a work on the 
Malayan Archipelago, who contrasts the happiness of these 
islanders and their immunity from crime with the inhabitants of 
Great Britain. What a miserable spectacle} Here is a man 
amongst the very foremost in science and knowledge looking 
complacently on savages! What a silent confession is here! 
What @ conscious absence of all knowledge of auy means to ele- 
vate man! What black despair, and what a gomment on the re 
sources of science! Truly extremes meet. High cultivation 
and civilisation have their evils, often great and deplorable ; but, 
bad as the evils are, who but the dreamiest of mn would not say, 
“ Rather fitty years in Europe than a cycle in Cathay” ! But, un- 
foi tuaately for our objectors, “the ha.piness of the people,” the 
joy of idolatry, the bliss of Arcadian simplicity, cannot be pleaded 
fur China. Paul describes their character in the first chapter of 
Romans. They “ not only do the same, but have pleasure in them 
that do them.” They emphatically need some remedy ; and does 
true philosophy declare that we are not to be allowed to try 
God’s own remedy 1—I am, Sir, &c., ALuxaypeR WILLIAMSON.

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THE NEW CHIEF JUSTICE OF THE STRAITS. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 

Srx.—I read with considerable interest that portion of .your 
article in your issue of the 11th inst. referring toa letter addressed 
to the Stavdard and signed “ Kling.” I believe there is a stron 
opinion existing that “ Kling ’’ shculd have been better ac canted 
with the rules of propriety in public letter writing, and some- 
what infurmed of the regulations of the colouial service before ven- 
turing to ask the questions put in his letter. 

The reason Sir Benson Maxwellresigned his postof Chief Justice

overlooked. 


I now come to that portion of the letter which inquires “ Why 
the Colonial Secretary has appointed a Roman Catholic barrister, 
without practice and experience, and utterly unknown at West- 
minster Hall, to fill the important post vacated by Sir Benson 
Maxwell, to which asalary of £2.500 perannum is attached?” Of 
the extreme bad taste and intolerance exhibited therein, no one with 

roper feelings can possibly entertain a doubt, and it is much to 
- regretted that any one could have been found in the ‘i'emple 
giving expression to such an uncalled-for attack upon the newly- 
appointed Chief Justice of the Straits Settlements as that which 
was published in the Standard. 


The castigation inflicted by you upon the “Kling” was well 
merited, and, it is to be hoped, will teach that writer to be more 
guarded and charitable in future. 


As to the present Chief Justice being “without experience,” 
all I can say is, that I, on the“contrary, have learnt that Mr. 
Bidgreaves is a gentleman of considerable experience generally, 
aud especially qualified in those branches of the law which he will 
be called upon to administer in the colony to which he has been 
A prayers ; that he is much liked and respected by the members 
of the circuit to which he belonged, and for the selection and ap- 
pointment of such agentleman Lord Kimberley is entitled to the 
thanks of the colonists of the Straits Settlements.

INACCURATE MARKET REPORTS.

8rn,—By the Shanghai Chamber of Oummerce Circular to hand 
this morning, under the heading of Bluck Tea, I notice second 
crop Congous of this season’s growth are quoted 4 Taels over last 
year’s rates, which with Freight and Exchange causes them to lay 
down 20 per cent. over home value. Now as this statement varies 
so widely from private views generally, it appears to me that it 
should be received with the utmost caution. I therefore take the 
liberty of calling your attention to the discrepancy, to prevent 
any wrong impression chtaining credence, and also in the hopes 
that a document which is now so largely circulated may, through 
your instrumentality, be influenced to obtain its information 
through more than une source, and to avoid expressing individual

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The tenders for £400,000 in bills on India were received at 
the Bank of England, when the amounts allotted were to Cal- 
cutta, £355,000. and to Bombay £45,000. The minimum price 
was fixed as befure at ls. Odd. on all the Presidencies, and ten- 
ders on Culcutta and Madras at 1s. 114. will receive in full, aud 
on Bombay at 1s. 11d. about 33 per cent. These results show a 
further increase in the demand for means of remittance to the 
East. ‘ 

Some surprise is being expressed at the delay in the issue of 
the intended loan for the reconstruction of the Suez Canal Com- 
pany, and a correspondent suggests that the reason is that the 
weekly traffic returns have recently shown a vast improvement. 
It is pointed out that in August last sixty ships were reported 
through, against forty-two in the corresponding month of 1870; 
and the comparative receipts were nearly double, being in the 
first case f.990,000, and in the second f.502,000. 

A petition for liquidation, by arrangement or composition, has 
been filed by Mr. Charles Wm. Ryder, describing himself as a 
merchant, trading at Liverpool as James Ryder and Son, at Man- 
chester as J. O. Ryder and %o., at Batavia as Ryder and Co, and 
at Pernambuco as James Ryder and Co. £350,000 are the esti- 
mated liabilities, of which a large portion lies in Manchester. 
The firm is of more than thirty years’ standing. 

The suspension is also announced of Messrs. Keep, Parsons, and 
Co., in the Australian and Indian trade, a firm of about twenty 
years’ date and of fair standing, with liabilities estimated at 
£120,000. The amount of acceptances immediately falling due 
and for which funds are wanting, being large, it is apprehended 
the liquidation may prove unfavourable. 

Messrs. James Anderson and Cov., of Glasgow, printing cloth 
manufacturers, have issued circulars calling a meeting of their 
creditors. The firm, which is understood to be involved with that 
of Messrs. Muir, Brown and Co., was established about thirty 
years ago. 

A general meeting of the proprietors of the Oriental Bank 
Corporation will be held on the 19th October, to declare an in- 
terim dividend for the half-year ended 30th June last.

SILK. 

There is no change to report in the market since the date of our 
last report ; the prices of China Silk continue as nearly as possible the 
same, and are firm, with a fair daily business doing. Canton Silk is 
hardly so current, much of the recent arrivals of market Tsatlee having 
proved inferior in quality, and in consequence difficult of sale at 16s. ; 
good and fine parcels still continue to command full rates, and are 
readily taken ; Loong Kongs are flatter, the quantity beginning to in- 
crease and the quality decidedly falling off. Japan and Bengals are 
both neglected still, the latter being most difficult of sale, owing to 
the refusal of the mill hands to work thia Silk, while Chinas are so 
abundant. In Japans, ordinary Mybash can only be forced to sale, 
and then at most irregular prices. 

The deliveries of all Silks but Bengal are very good, being from 
lat to 20th inst.—China, 2,315 bales; Canton, 846 b.; Japan, 565 b.; 
Bengal, 205 b.; total, 3.931 b. 

The Salut Public of Lyons gives the following as the situation of the 
Silk trade during the past week :—“ Business has been more active 
lately ; prices were stationary for a fortnight, with a steady current of 
transactions, bat last week a decided improvement occurred, with in- 
creased activity and a marked rise. That augmentation is from two 
to three francs, and turns especially upon thrown silks, and the 
wrought goods of France and Italy. Certain raw material, hitherto 
more neglected, has shared in the movement; as to the arrivals from 
the East, they have been unable, on account of their situation, to 
participate in the benefit. As regards China, quantities of goods 
have reached London, and the stock there is larger than of 
former years; 12,000 bales more than in 1869. That merchandise, 
which, as is known, had enjoyed marked favour during the war, and 
which had been respected by the general decline, has at length expe- 
rienced the effects of the last yield, which, without being very brilliant 
in China, is considered satisfactory. Quite different is the history of 
Japanese goods. Consumption has neglected them for more than a 
year ; they could only be accepted at sensibly lower rates. As the 
yield has been equally good in Japan, and an exportation is counted 
on of 20,000 bales instead of the ordinary average of 12,000, no aston- 
ishment can he excited if they do not follow the ascending move- 
ment. As to that increase, considering the large stock of silk 
on hand, it is somewhat unaccountable. It certainly cannot be the 
fear of running short of raw material which has caused it, neither 
is it the irrisietible impulse of a demand for tiseues. In fact, at this 
moment the only one in request is plain colours, and for that the 
looms are insufficient. Blacks, which represent two-thirds of the pro- 
duction here, remain still neglected, and until they shall again be 
taken into favour the situation cannot be considered as absolutely 
good. Certain secondary branches of our manufacture, such as velvets, 
handkerchiefs, small articles of fashion, &c., all in great demand at 
this moment, have accelerated the rise. St. Etienne is also fully 
occupied, and cannot execute all the orders it receives. Thus, in fine, 
a decided activity is apparent, but not sufficiently universal to fully 
justify the rapid rise in quotations.” 

COFFEE. 

There has been little or no change in the market for Ceylon during 
the past week, and the favourable result of the Datch Trading Com- 
pany’s sale has not effected any improvement beyond that reported 
in our last issue. A considerable supply of Plantation has been 
placed on offer, and taken off at about the prices last quoted, while 
Native, which has been in somewhat short supply, has realised slightly 
advanced rates.

Most of the new, ex America 
(received at this port), have been placed at 65c. to 72c. for medium to 
good medium, 77c. to 82c. for fine to finest, and 87c. to 95c. for choice 
to choicest. Buyers find it very difficult to resell at a profit on these 
figures, and the further large shipments, now near at hand, are there- 
fore not likely to meet a ready market, except at adecline. Holders 
of Oolong show considerable firmness in view of the high opening 
rates for the new crop. Prices are, however, without improvement.

3,000 piculs per Golden Fleece. The price is now advanced to 35 
cents gold, duty paid, and 25 in bond. The result of the annual sale 
of the Netherlands Trading Co.. at Amsterdam 30th August, has re- 
sulted in considerable parcels of Nutmegs changing hands at very full 
prices—including 335 cases per President von Ryckervorsal, and re- 
sales of 392 cases. We quote 97} to 100 cents for all qualities. Pep- 
per has also gone off freely, though exactly to what extent we are not 
advised ; prices, however, have been advanced to 17} cents for Singa- 
pore, and 16} for Sumatra. White Pepper has realised 30 cents, an 
advance of 3 cents. At the close the market has naturally relapsed 
into 4 quieter state, but while we have no sales of cargoes or invoices 
to report, we notice quite an active jobbing trade at advanced figures, 
viz..
